(16 L.P., and 
3 R.R.) I think that I shall be able to dispose of most of 
the rest of them in time. Several of the college kids are 
buying them on the installment plan.' The $33.95 which re¬ 
mains is from the collections plus a contribution which the 
Cornell Christian Association asked to be permitted to give 
for your work. I guess that takes care of that! 

how for something more pleasant....I always hate to talk 
about money. The thesis is progressing at a great rate, so 
I think maybe I’ll graduate.' My next task right now is to 
prepare two speeches for Sunday, May 4. It seems that all 
over the state the churches are having Youth Day. I'm to 
speak at a rally in lari on in the morning and participate in 
a panel at DeVitt in the evening. The subject both times is 
concerning the validity of the Christian standard in our day. 
I think that nothing could be more timely. In several of 
your books you have discussions of the similarity between 
oesus' day and ours, and they are proving very helpful. It 
seems to me that if we are going tc^continue using war as a 
method of settling disputes we had better quit being so 
hypocritical and admit that we really aren't even trying to 
be Christians.' 

You asked for a list of the preachers who were at the Sunday 
evening meeting. I believe that the only one from out of 
town was Rev. Pettit from 1st Methodist Church, Moline, la., 
who pronounced the benediction. The Chalmness family was 
over from best Branch.... probably you know them; they're 
Friends. Then of course you met Rev. Rowley, and Rev. Gray, 
of our two churches here, and Dr. Gough, our district sup. 

I think that you would not make a mistake at all in contact¬ 
ing Rev. Pettit further, perhaps for an engagement sometime 
in the future. If yourfe really sure that you aren't coming 
back to Iowa next year, Moline is practically in Illinois!.'! 
One of the Pettit boys is here in school now, and is a C.O. 
Another one graduated several years ago, and I'ih not sure 
about him.

Sorry we weren't explicit enough about the "2d" — June, of course l 
Counting'the hours now... I'm all through school work, completely washed- 
up; have one little rport left for Hi-Y work for the two years. Some 
relief to have finished with "books and teachers® dirty looks" ! 

Thats Walt's paragraph, I laughed at his spelling of report, so 
he said I could just finish it. He'a got to go down to get the car 
fixed anyhow. We found out yesterday that one whole shock-absorber 
was completely missing. We thought it was just broken, and were we 
surprised. About had a fit trying to get another part too. No 
place seemed to have one, and said we'd have to waii about weekand a 
half, but finally located a second-hand part, cheaper too. 

Well, we're taking Clinton Campbell out, to Santa Ana, and he 
wants to g^t there by Sat, night, the 7th, so guess we'll have to 
travel. T ^eil LEAVE here Monday aft, and drive that night I guess, 
then maybe drive the last night across the desert too. There will 
be three of us driving, so it won't be so bad. He's paying us $20 
and we pay his lodging. Its all he has. And we're glad to get it. 

We're trying to get a rack to fit on top of car, then put several 
bags up there and cover with tarp. Had to order from Sear 9 , and 
if it doesn't come today, guess it won't at all, but here's hoping. 

We got Walt'a little trunk, and my big one packed, and crated, 
and will leave them here for Val tosend when we find out if we're 
to go to Washington or not. They wanted to know by today, but Walt 
wrote that he would have to have a little more time to consider it, 
wants to talk to de Laubenftfls at P.J.C. first, so don't know what 
they'll think. They originally said it would be a couple weeks till 
they decided anyway.

Dear Friends Here: 

This is a bright, sparkling, winter morning, as I look out of a little window 
up the hillside to the woods. A New England landscape—the farthest departure 
from yellow, drab Tientsin. And this scene—who could connect it with World 
Tragedy, just burst into new flames? Yet who can ever disconnect us from the 
Tragedy? 

We look on the World Scene—and try to think far ahead. The world- 
uncertainty is removed at some points; a very slight relief. We are not excited*. 
We are not elated. We are not, I admit, immediately hopeful. It saddens us to 
feel the rising tide of hatred and vengefulness. “Enemies?” We have been up 
against them so long, and so closely, in North China, that this week has brought 
us only a darker extension of the scene; no special change of feelings. 

We still thank God for the courage and fortitude of common folks, in more 
parts of the world. For the devotion and loyalty of young folks, too, and older 
ones. Are their aims worthy of such loyalty? Is there a way out, for our country 
and the world? 


We are not going to give in, to our own weakness, or to any outward foe. We 
shall simply have to gird us up, for a long struggle ahead, in War and long after 
it. Bethlehem and Calvary are not obscured. “Goodwill to men” will still be 
sung, and will be achieved by the sacrifices of men.

Those of you who have not yet had account of us will be saying, “What is all 
this? We thought it was Helen who came back from China, leaving Robert there, 
‘sticking it out' as he predicted in the March Bulletin EE CHO.” And what 
sympathy you gave usl We needed it. For Robert did see me off from Tientsin 
on May 2nd. And I sailed away with heavy heart, feeling the portent of all that 
might come. We little knew the turn for him. He had seemed well, ready for 
anything. It was in the mountains of Idaho, where I was spending some weeks 
in my mining-engineer brother's home, that the cabled news arrived. Robert's 







heart had gone back on him; grew worse; hospital care. His doctors, American, 
Chinese and Austrian, ordered him off. They could not afford ft> let him stay, a 
liability to his colleagues at such a time. Sailings were procured and he left, “eat¬ 
ing bitterness*' that he could not stand by in time of so great need. It was a mis¬ 
erable trip—sweltering in Shanghai many days, waiting for a delayed boat; then a 
crowded, rough voyage across to San Francisco. There on July 29th, after eighty- 
eight days of separation, I met a gray-faced, very ill man. . . . But that was four 
and a half months ago. The picture by now is all changed. Rest and good food; 
the quiet and beauty of fair New England, first in the old Chandler home in Con¬ 
necticut, then on a New Hampshire hillside; the best of doctors and treatment; 
all these and much more have gone into the cure. The heart is not diseased, and 
will in time be normally strong. 

We are now established in a home of our own, in a quiet and lovely suburb 
of Boston. We took a little old Colonial cottage, which we have named “The 
Punkin' Shell.” Each of us claims to be keeping the other “very well.” Robert's 
brother Theodore and his family live near at hand. And the way our wonderful 
friends have sought us out here, is heart-warming. The shift of scene from that 
land of turmoil that we love so much is as complete as possible. . . . 

Helen keeps the house, and me, and connects with friends, and speaks for 
China. I go in to the American Board on Beacon Hill at least two days a week, 
and am doing a lot of writing to and for the China friends. It is a joy to be at 
the seat of China news, and to back up my many times partner, Secretary Fairfield. 

We are still tied close with Cambridge. Not many missionaries have had 
such backing through the years as First Church, pastor and people, have given to 
us. Dr. Raymond Calkins has now retired—but the strong new pastor, John H. 
Leamon, has entered his second year; and we feel the fellowship goes right on. 

Yes, we live in Weston—but mostly we are over there in China, especially 
since Japan broke into War. Long “expected”, but a furious surprise. Our close 
friends may not soon be in a fighting zone, but are certainly in distress and danger, 
in all of North China. For Americans, internment camps seem inescapable. 
There is our own small Tientsin group: Constance Buell; Albert Grimes, the 
steady, reliable Mission Treasurer; and Robbins and Kitty Strong, new recruits 
to the Mission, who brought a thrill of encouragement to all of us, in October 
1940. The first reenforcement in eight years! The Strongs were unable to reach 
their proper Station, but are helping in Tientsin this year—courageous young 
folks. Other Americans, and Britishers, there are in Tientsin City—probably 
still some hundreds of them. . . . 

At the same time there is a depth of feeling for the simple, friendly people 
of Japan. I was born and brought up there, you know. They are trapped, ex¬ 
ploited, borne down the engulfing stream of their patriotism. Then those who. 


against all odds, do remain true to the best, suffering for it from without and with¬ 
in. We shall never know how many such Japanese there are. 

Our Chinese friends—they have had enough to endure, the past four years, 
but their plight has become worse. Prominent citizens, living in the Tientsin 
British Concession, will be more of a target., Doctors, teachers,—our own col¬ 
leagues—what has become of them? The many school boys and school girls, who 
have looked to us for aid in the very hard living conditions—will their schools 
still keep? Will they be able still to attend? 

We do not know. We cannot know just at present. But some way will be 
found. Connections will be made. We do think that Japan will desire measures 
of reciprocity, in treatment of “aliens.” And the Mission Boards will spare no 
means to continue their aid to missionaries and Christian work, and to special 
relief work.. 

Recruits will be sought in this country, and prepared for the time ahead. 
The American Board is not “dropping” for a minute its enterprise in China, or 
in Japan, or its fellowship with all those Christians. At the end of the War there 
will be a fresh output of missionary effort, better planned, more inclusive and 
unified. It will be difficult, challenging; it can be very significant. 

Even now a missionary expedition, to travel a long circuit and find a back 
door, is planned. If and when—we, someone, will rejoin the North China friends. 

Helen and I are wanting to be ready. We are doing our best to get into good 
shape, to go back when the right time comes. Because of this hope and purpose, 
our private “China Cycle” is to go on. (Query—Can a Boston printer print it?) 
EE CHO has to be followed by the third combination, BING YIN; even within 
the same year 1941. BING has a falling-and-rising tone, YIN a sharp upward, 
questioning inflection. When and whence will the next letter after BING YIN 
reach you? But this question is unimportant. Old Uncertainty does not bother 
us as much as he did. 

In faith and purpose, and a far hope, we greet you, in this Christmas season.

Dear Friends: 

The characters above convey in the language of China our Christmas greetings to you. 

We had hoped that this message might reach you from China. But first of all the 
Department of State would not grant Mrs. Pyle a passport. I was hopeful of mine, and 
we came on to San Francisco accordingly^-only to meet with a similar refusal. 

The President Polk, on which 1 had held a reservation since July, was scheduled to 
start its maiden voyage on November 7th, but its sailing was postponed a month due to 
construction delays. It was not easy, because of the urgent request of my members in 
Peking that I return to them, to stand on the’ dock and see the Polk pull away without me 
at noon of December 7th. Then as I boarded a bus at the pier came the sudden news from 
Pearl Harbor^and later, word of the return of the Polk to its dock. 

Early that morning I had had the privilege of broadcasting over KGEI to my mem¬ 
bers in Peking, announcing a fuller broadcast of messages from their fellow-members in 
America the following Sunday. These messages poured in by mail and wire through the 
week. Unfortunately censorship limitations prevented the promised broadcast. Another 
discouragement of the week was our inability to hold the meeting of our Union Church 
members in the San Francisco area for the purpose of intercession on behalf of our Peking 
group. Shortly before the scheduled hour for meeting the sirens announced a blackout 
which lasted over two hours. 

Outside of our hope to return to Peking eventually and a desire meanwhile to 
accomplish something of a constructive character, our plans are indefinite. Until they 
are formulated we shall remain in San Francisco (address^Y. M. C. A. Hotel, 351 Turk 
St.), happy in the thought that now no ocean will separate us. 

You will notice at the end of this letter a change in our forwarding address in America. 
Because of failing health, my good friend, Mr. Harvey O. Dobson, who for twelve years 
has faithfully sent on to us your letters, is retiring from business. Mr. Oscar Stevenson, 
another Brooklynite and life-long friend, has generously offered to do this for us in his office. 

Our great concern at present is the welfare of the American and British members of 
Union Church who are still in Peking. During the evacuation of foreigners they remained 
at their posts, faithful to China in her hour of need. It is quite possible that they are already 
in concentration camps. Will you not join us in prayer on their behalf at this Christmas 
season?

As Charles Dickens said in his immortal Christmas Carols "This is the season of the 
year when all men everywhere open their shut up hearts freely and think of other people as 
fellow passengers to the grave and not as another race of creatures bound on other journeys". 
If all men everywhere would do this, wars would cease and millions of innocent peoples' 
lives, now being threatened or destroyed, would be saved. 

There vail be some at this Christmas time who will no doubt say that we cannot think 
about a Christian spirit now, that the message of Jesus has fallen on deaf ears and that we 
must put our- trust in the strength of arms and in that alone. These people will be wrong. 

Our first task is, of course, to protect our nation against the challenge of unbridled 
military might that has been loosed in the world and even against our own country. But 
there are other things we can do - things that will be constructive thing, that vdj.1 help to 
ease the pain of the world and keep alive the only Spirit that can rebuild it after this 
terrible period is over. 

We can think and talk and plan for a just and lasting peace. Nothing will so surely 
cut the ground from under the dictators feet as for free people to make it absolutely clear 
that they seek no revenge, that they harbor no hatred, that they want only a fair and just 
world in the future. The formulation of just terms of peace now will help, not hurt America's 
cause. We can do this without slackening our efforts to defeat the forces of aggression. 

We can start now and we can plan to continue in the future with relieving sufferring, hun¬ 
ger and distress and binding up the wounds of war torn world. We can resolutely refuse to 
give in to unreasoning hate against peoples whose governments without their knowledge or 
consent are responsible ___ ..j. 3sent tragedies of the world. We can keep alive the ideal 

of a Brotherhood of Man however distant its realization may seem to be. Someday it will be 
desperately needed. 

And most important of all perhaps we can combat with al1 our strength any attempt on 
anyone's part to take advantage of this war crisis for America to gain advantage for him¬ 
self or his group, to profit at the expense of the nation's need to push down some other 
group and gain a point against them. And we can be very sure we don't do this very thing 
ourselves. 

For the beginning of Christian charity is at home. And the beginning of national de¬ 
fense itself is in the health ox the children and babies of the poorest people of America. 

And until we shall have learned to be very deeply concerned indeed that there be no under¬ 
nourishment, no lack of medical care, no barren hopelessness in our own country we shall 
neither be able to build our nation's strength nor to save the world. We must begin now to 
build for an American New ’World that will be fairer and more just than any we have known. 

We are indeed "fellow passengers to the grave" all of us very much alike, all of us 
seeking a good deal the same things. Our hope lies in our understanding this. And in our 
seeing that the principles and methods of cooperation among ourselves and our next door 
neighbors are drawn upon and used as the surest means of protecting and solving the problems 
of America. For if we can solve them here they can be solved elsewhere, and our message 
can be one of hope. 

Mrs. Voorhis and our whole family join me in the earnest hope that even in this tragic 
world the message of hope of Christmas time may shine brighter for you this year than ever 
before.

Dear Friends 

This is being written halfway between the New Jersey Thanksgiving and the 
Pennsylvania Thanksgiving. At least the date for Christmas hasn't been moved 
and we are wishing you the blessings of God in the midst of a troubled world. We 
still need to work for and pray for peace on earth and goodwill to men. 

The big news in the Wilson family for 1941 is that they have been building 
a home on the Bryn Gweled (Welsh for Hill of Vision) Homesteads, near Feaster- 
ville, Pennsylvania. Building a house may not sound so exciting to you, but it 
is quite an event in the Wilsons' young lives. 

During the year our homestead group has grown to twenty-three families with 
twenty-six children under six. Eleven houses are being built this year. Ray and 
Babette Newton were the first family to move. They were able to get into their 
house in early October. 

Bryn Gweled is located on rolling land in lovely Bucks County. Here one can 
feed his soul on the glories of sunrises and sunsets, picturesque and colorful 
rural panoramas, woodlands of beech, oak, tulip trees and dogwood with their 
changing pattern of green, gold, brown, red and white. There are springs and 
streams which trickle through the grass, many birds including pheasants, and even 
bugs and weeds to engage the practical-minded gardener. 

In the part of the 240 acre "farm”, known as the "area of first development", 
this year marked the surfacing of 4000 feet of roads, installation of electric 
cable and telephone, underground, the completion of the survey and map for that 
area, and a color movie record of the year's activities. Part of the fun has been 
the cooperative effort in digging and filling in ditches, making walls, laying 
transite pipe for the telephone cable, pouring concrete manholes and covers, and 
a great deal of other work done by the homesteaders themselves. At the housewarm¬ 
ing for the Newtons, members of the homestead sanded and polished woodwork, washed 
windows, puttied nail holes, filled ditches, graded lawn, and laid flagstone--an 
enthusiastic and utilitarian welcome for our first family on the land. 

The Wilson house, now nearly finished, is a one-story windswept house with 
good views in all directions. There are six rooms, kitchen-laundry, dining-living 
room with fireplace and wide windows overlooking two woods, study-bedroom (a hope¬ 
ful designation since Raymond was away nearly half of the time during the past 









year, and the amount of time spent in study was microscopic), bathroom, Kent's 
bedroom and playroom, and a guest room which we hope will be used a lot during 
the coming year. There is a 20' by 20’ open space under the roof between the 
kitchen and garage which we call the "Wilson hangover”, which will be a cool 
place to eat and work during the summer. Perhaps if we send out a Christmas 
letter next year we can include some pictures of the house. We are hoping to 
move between Christmas and the New Year. 

Kent and Miriam have spent much time gardening, painting and following the 
construction step by step. Kent has enjoyed every detail, the framing of the 
house and the roof, putting in partitions, windows and floors, drilling the well, 
paving the road, mixing concrete and all the other details which one misses living 
in an apartment, or in a ready made, let-the-other-fellow-worry kind of a house. 
Miriam sandpapered and shellacked all the inside woodwork and has done some of the 
outside painting. 

Earla Hoyman, Miriam's cousin who teaches in Highland Park, Illinois, was 
with us much of the summer. She was a volunteer at the American Friends Service 
Committee helping assemble records for the permanent file to be kept at Haverford 
College. While Bertram and Irene Pickard were at the West Coast Institutes, 

Miriam and Kent stayed five weeks with their daughters, Joy, Alison, and Erica 
down at Avalon on the Jersey shore enjoying the surf and the sunshine. Earla 
commuted for the weekends. 

Kent will soon be five, goes to nursery school and takes a lively interest 
in his expanding world. Last August he said to his mother, "Why can't the people 
in the war countries learn to say 'please' and 'please don't’ and then they 
wouldn’t have to fight about it." His interests roam rather widely. The other 
day he asked, 

"Mommie, does God have any children?" 

"Yes, a Son—" 

"Doesn't he have any daughters?" and then the question, "The children 
of Adam and Eve didn’t have any grandfather and grandmother, did they?" While he 
and Miriam were walking over to Sears & Roebuck store he asked 110 questions in 
less than an hour. 

Raymond still spends much of his time going to and fro. During January and 
February he spent five weeks at Pendle Hill chairing a study seminar on problems 
under conscription, in time of war, and in post-war reconstruction and in helping 
edit a pamphlet gathering up some of the fruits of that discussion. He was away 
for nine weeks in one stretch during the summer, attending the Nebraska and 
Oregon Yearly Meetings of Friends, International Relations Institutes in Portland, 


















Oregon, and in Oakland and Whittier, California, and in visiting Civilian Public 
Service Camps and work camps in California and on the way back. He leaves this 
week for an itinerary in Kansas that will bring him back in time for Christmas 
dinner at home, we hope. During the first few months of the New Year he will be 
concentrating most of his time on study, writing and conferences on the post-war 
problems of reconstruction, the organization of a governed world and the bases 
of a durable peace. 

Friends from coast to coast have visited us this year and we hope that 
many more can come to see us in the country when we get into our own home. 

This afternoon Tom Potts, who was in Tuxpan, Mexico, this summer heading up the 
earthquake reconstruction unit there and is now assistant director of the Civilian 
Public Service Camp in Royalston, Massachusetts, dropped in to bring us word of 
Florence, Tony and the camp. Donald Honeyman brought his camera for a fleeting 
weekend and took some pictures including the one on the cover of this letter. He 
now has a regular position on the photographic staff of Vogue Magazine, and gets 
his byline on his pictures in Vogue and Glamour. 

Even if we will be out in the country more than twenty miles from downtown 
Philadelphia, it will take very little longer for Raymond to get to the office. 

He will be only three miles from Somerton on the main line of the Reading, and 
the Reading Terminal is only one block from the Service Committee office. We 
don't think we will feel isolated at all, with other homesteaders moving in and 
with friends who come along. One day when we were working out there recently 
thirty-three people stopped to call. 

After January first our address will be Woods Road, Bryn Gweled Homesteads, 
Feasterville, Pennsylvania (no rural free delivery either) and our telephone will 
be Churchville 613. If you are driving on Route Number One (Roosevelt Boulevard) 
between Philadelphia and New York turn west at Roosevelt Cemetery onto Street Road 
which is Number 132 and go about four miles to the intersection of Street Road 
and Gravel Hill Road where the homestead begins. Come to see us.
